Reasons for Allowance

invention is deemed to be an unobvious improvement over the invention patented in 
USP 5,127,793. The improvement comprises at least one stiffening rib positioned 
inside at least one cavity and having a variable section in a longitudinal direction to 
modulate the rigidity of each sector.
